N the evening of the ſame day,in order to the bringing to Tryal - 
on thz morrow the Priſoners aforeſaid, called Quakers, who had 
lain ſome time in Newgate upon.a Third (ſuppoled) Offence of 
meeting together according to their wontec manner in the Wor- 
fhip of God, The Grand Jury went up into a Room to conſult the 
matrer, for the bringing in of their Verdict upon a Bill that was fra- 
med againſt the Priſoners : Art their firlt going forth they could not 
bring in any Verdi, nor yet at the ſecond, whereupon Edward 
Shelton, Clerk of the Peace, and the J#ſt:ices (ſocalled) gave the Fu- 
ry-men a Check for not finding the Bill.:* Whereupon one of the F#u- 
ry-r7en deſired to know of the Juſtices, by what Law they ought to 
find a Bill againſt any perſons, without Witneſſes to teftifie the Fat 
committed ?.

whoſe Relations (being compared together) did in ſubſtance concur;

Above fourty of the Priſoners ( called Quakers) being brought to 
the Seffions-houſe in the Old Baily, before Judge Hide, and Judge 
Keeling, the Mayor, and Recorder Wild, and others called Juſtices, 
who held there a Seſſions for Londow and Middleſex, 

The Priſoners were called to the Bar,by one, two, three, four, at 2 
time, 2s they were included in one Indiatment, the ſubſtance of 
the Indiatment was this, (v:iz.) 

« That N. N. being a Subject of this Realm, and above the age 
«Hf fixteen years, on ſuch a day, and at ſuch a place, was preſent at

demand; he asked them if they had any Law for it > Judge Hide 
ſaid, Tes, and mentioned the Chancery, and after ſome other paſſages 
the Priſoner was ſet by. 

About twenty more, when called to plead, anſwered to this effect, 
ſome, That they bad wronged no man ; ſome, That-they met at no un- 
lanful Aſſembly ; others, That they were Innocent ; and one anſwered, 
Not Guihy, for 1 have no evil thoughts in my heart againſt any mas ; 
Another, 1 am Innocent,and have wronged no man,&c. Another, Bleed 
be the Nams of the Lord,that 1 ans connted wortby to ſuffer, and to ſeal to 
w2) Teſtimony, and I ſhall lay down my Life if yyu have power to take it; 
Another, 1 an not Guilty of the breach of. any Fuſt Law ; Another, an 
Innocent in ths matter, and have not wronged any man ; Another,when 
his pleading Izxocency Was not accepted, faid, The Inditiment #s very 
large, I cannot remember all that ts contained therein ; let me have aC op=. 
py of the Indiflment, and time toconfider of it firſt : Noy ſaid the Judge, 
you ſhall not; will you plead to the Indi&ment?. or elſe | ſhall ce- 
turn you Guilty fer not pleading? the Priſoner ſaid, / am Innocent, 
end have not. wronged any man in going to the Meeting ; but as for the 


Maittings at the Bull «ud Mouth, I hold thers altogether lanful, cc. x 
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the Laws of this Laud ares ſuch,that the Innocent mutt be baniſhed out of 
it, the Will of the Lord be done ; and fo he was put by. Another not 
anſwering preſently (they giving the Priſoners but little time to an- 
ſwer, if they did bur pauſe a little) was alſo put by. Others of the 
Priſoners, when called to plead gai/ty or nt guilty, being alſo asked 
if. they were not at the Bull and Mouth at a Meeting? and they not 
anſwering to that Queſtion, nor pleading »ot gailcy thereupon, in 
which thing they wzre tender towards God,and could not deny their 
being at that Meeting ; as alſo ſeeing the-end of ſuch Queſtions was 
toenſnare them,ir occafioned ſeveral of the Priſoners to be the more 
filent and paſſive concerning pleading ; whereupon their Judges 
took occaſion againſt them, threatning to paſs ſentence of Tranſpor- | 
tation upon them; and ſo they were put amonglt the Felons in-a cloſe 
place or pound near-by, inſomuch that the Felons ſaid they ſhould be 
ſmothered for want of air; | And it may be minded how cruelly theſt 
Priſoners, called Quakers, were dealt by at the S:ſſions-heuſe, in that ſo 
very many of them who having been crouded together 1n Newgate, where 
they were ſometime two hundred or above at a time, tefides other Priſoners; 
and now above forty of them being brought out of Priſon and kept all day in 
the cold, from about erght 1n the morn, till near erght at night (not ſomnch 
as being ſuffered to return torefreſh themſelves all the time their Tudges 
were at dinner ) by which means divers of them were much prejudiced as 
to their healths, that ſome of the Maids that were kept, fell ſick, and have 
Lain by it ſince ( but eSpecially one) that we know nat but ut may occaſion 
the death of ſome of them, and this hath been an uſual thing thus to deal 
with them at Srfſios | and amonglt theſe divers yonng perſons and 
Maids, who were unacquainted with ſuch proceedings, being. asked, 
Whether or no they w-re at ſuca a Meeting on ſuch a day ( the day 
of the month bing named) They conld not dire&tly give them an 

Anſirer, not diftinly remembring the day and time : whereupon 

alſo advantage Was taken againſt their Innocency-and fimplicity, and 
they put by, as being wwre ; and ſome of them telling. the Judges 
that they were Innocent, and that they had nothing 'to ſay to them, 

ſeeing they were ſet againſt chem, and having heard them ſo much 

threaten and menace the other Priſoners, that they had no encou- 

ragement ; as alſo it being. apparent how their Judges did endea- 

vour to incenſe the whole Courc againſt them, whereupon alſo ſome 

fewegave them no anſWer at all, and.whzn ſome of the Priſoners did 

anſw2r 
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anfwer them, if they did not preſently ſpeak in theſe very words, »z: 
g#1ilty, one rude fellow or other (but principally ſome of the Under. 
. keepers and Officers of Newgate) wete ſet to hale them away, and 
ſo their mouths were Ropped,eſpecially if they ſpoke any words that 
touched the conſciences of their Judges. 
One of the Maids, when called to plead, anſwered, / never was 
taken at any Seditions Meeting or Conventicle in my life, 
The Judge ſaid, But woman were you not taken at the Bull aud 
Mouth the 21th of Auguſt ? 
She anſwered, I am innocent in the fight of God and all good People. 
The Judge replyed, I believe that woman, but you have tran(- 
oreſſed a Law, | | | 
She anſwred, As for the Bull and Mouth TI believe I have been there 
an handred times, and if the Lord permit me life and liberty, I do not know 
but [ may go there an hundred times more. 
: The Juoge ſaid, Woman,will you plead or-no, guilty or v8t gul- 
ty, orelſe I muſt paſs Sentence vpon you ? 
She replyed, T he will of the Lord be done, 1 ans Innocent, 
| Obſervation. | 
Now it is obſervable, that Judge Hide confeſſed, :f they were i s 
cent, they were not guilty, and ſaid he, Cannot you ſay, Not guilty # 
howbeit choſe that pleaded they were Innocent, Without expretling ir 
in the bare Form of Not Gazlry ; and others that pleaded, Not Ga:l- 
ty, exprefling more words in behalf of their Innocency, were put by 
as refuſers to plead, oras Mnte, or pro confeſſo to the Fa charged 
avainſt them in the IndiAtments, and ſo to be ſentenced to Tranſ- 
portation ; Which how apparently they were wronged herein, and 
how a meer formality is ftood upon againſt them, more than either 
Reaſon or Equity, is very evident, and how the Innocent do ſuffer, 
and are made Offenders, ſome for « word, and others for not ſpeaking 4 
word in form,though in matter ;and ſuch expoſed to Ex:lemeat whon 
their Judg could not deny but that they were /-nocext, who oughr nox 
to have been called in queſtion, nor ſuch ſnares be laid for them, nor 
ſhould they, if Equity and Righteouſneſs, or the Fear of God had 
bzen minded by their Judges, who have ſhewed themſelves in the 
ſteps of thoſe Terrible Ones who are brought to nought, who-meke 
a man an Offender for a word,and turn afidethe Juſt for a thing of nought, 
Ita. 29, And to be ſure the Law of Juſtice and Equity was not a 
itute 
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ftituted to be made a trap and ſnare for the Innocent, nor for 'a 
cloak to Malice, againſt the Righteous, burfor the juſt puniſhmene 
of the wicked and Offenders ; and with this equal and juſt Law, which 
is of God, all mans Laws ought to concur, or otherwiſe they can- 
not be proſecuted with a ſafe conſcience in the fight of God, nor o- 
beyed by thoſe whoſe conſciences are tender towards God: but whilſt 
our enemies, who are fet in prejudice againſt us, are our Judges, we 
ſee that Equity cannot enter, and the pretence of Law or Leeality in 
their proceedings is made a colour and cloak for Malice, and for thz 
ſpirit of Enmity to perſecure and oppreſs the Innocent under, 

And ſeeing that the Plea of ſome of the Priſoners was accepted, 
and others that pleaded the ſame thing, rejected by the Ceurt(which 
ſhews their partiality and unequal preceedings, ) it appears that they 
expected their deſign would have been carried on againſt the Priſo- 
ners in general, or at the leaſt-wife they would make their work as 
ſure as they could, that if the Jury ſhould fail them on the one hand, 
they would enſnare the Innocent on the other, upon a meer and falſe 
pretence of taking their anſwer pro confefſo to what was charged againſt 
them, when they utterly denied that part of the Charge in the In- 
dictments, which rendered them Injorious and Criminal. 

One of the ſaid Priſoners (viz) John Peachel, when he was called 
to pleade, ſaid, his Ind:tment was large, and defired be might have « 
Coppy of it before he pleaded ; but it would not be granted him except 
he would plead firſt : But he demanding a Coppy of his Indi&menr 
( not refuling to plead when he had it ) that he-might be able to make 
a juſt Defence, and.to-put in a right and'true Plea, or elfe his Excep- 
tions ; Which thing he Rahding upon before he pleaded, they after- 
ward proceeded to paſs Sentence upon him without Frial ; howbeit 
he had ſeveral reaſons for his demanding a Copy of his Indictment 
before he pleaded, which he might not have the liberty then fully to 
expreſs, Which was to this effect ;. as partly becauſe of the Clerks 
ad reading of the Inditmenr, that he could not hear all that was 
contained init; as alſo, that if he found uncertainties, or inſuſh- 
ciencies init in the Law, he might not purhimfelfe upon . Trya], 
upon an IndiAment with errours in it, leſt if he ſhould be 2quit 
wpon his Tryal, the ſaid Indictment, Judgement and Proceed- 
ings thereupon ſhould, becauſe of errour , be reverſed, if a 


Wiit of Ertour ſhould: be brought, and ſo the Priſoner would be- 
comes 
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come liable to be tried again ; which-was to bring him into the ſame 
jeopardy of his Liberty. hereafter, and therefore but reaſonable he 
ſhould ſee the Indictment, and have ſome time to conſider it before 
he pleaded ; as alſo. part of it being for unlawful meeting, under 
colour or pretence of Worſhip contrary to the Liturgy or PraGtice 
of the Church of England, and did not ſet out what that Worſhip 
was, as Prayer, Preaching or the like, nor in what manner it was 
uſed, ſo as it might appear and be judged by the Court, whether ic 
was contrary to what the Zyturgy allows or otherwiſe, which ought 
to have been in that reſpe& ; 10 as it Was apparent that be did not 
refuſe to plead, but Rood upon theſe reaſonable terms, though he 
was ſentenced among others of the Piiſoners, who cried out, + 
refuſe not to plead, :

The Priſoner anſwered, That which men call Impudency, God hath

The Priſoners aforeſaid whoſe Plea was accepted, being ſet to 
the Bar, the London Jury was called over, the Fore-man and one 
more, were by the Priſoners challenged, who deſired they might nor 
be of the Jury, but Judge Hide would not admit of their challenge, 
except they would ſhew ſame Cauſe and Reaſons, to ſatisfie the 

ourt according to Law why they excepted againſt them, nth 

Priſoners, We underſtand it onr Priviledge and Right according 
to the Ancient Law and Cuſtome of the Land, to challenge more 
than two, and yet ſhew no Cauſe ; Felons and Murdeets have that 
Priviledge, and our lives may be concerned in this.

their Evidence, fc. But one of the Jury when they were about to bz 
ſworn, ſaid, My Lord, 1 deſire you to excuſe me, I was never upon a 
Jury befere;,, and this is a buſineſs of another nature, which 1 do nat de - 
fire to medale with,and my ſpirit 5 very much troubled becauſe of it ; Bur 
the Judge would not diſmiſs him, but asked him, when be heard Di- 
vine Service > He anſwered, My Lord, laſt Sahbath-day ; and fo 
cauſed him to take the Oath, ; 

Then ſome of the Priſoners having their Indiatments read the ſe- | 
cond time, the Witneſſes were called, which were the Znder-Gozlers 
of Newgate, and Marſhals men : Dawſona Turnkey of Newgate was 
the firſt Witneſs called, whoſe raſh deportment and contradiQtory 
evidence did not pleaſe ſome of the Jury, nor no indifferent men 
that heard it ; for, firſt, he ſaid, he rook the Priſover (viz. John Hope) 
at the Bull and Month Meeting the laſt Sunday ; then, being check'd 
for it, he ſaid, the Sunday _ ; (when he had been priſoner above 
three weeks) then he ſaid that he was brought out to hin, and that be 
did not ſee him within. 

One of the Jury ſaid, 15 Lord, I beſeech you let us be troubled with 
0 more ſuch Evidence ; ſuch Witneſſes will mak us tedious Wark, and we 
ſhall not caſt men upon ſuch Evidence. 

But Judge Hide endeavoured to juſtifie the V Vitneſle, and ſaid, 
it was no untruth if a man did miſtake im the time,and that bs Evidence 
was good, though he did not ſee hins in the houſe ; for ((aid he) if forty 
men be in a Room, and one s brought out of the Room to me, ſtandin 
at the door, cannet I ſwear that he was in that Rooms, if I ſee him come 
out ? you muſt not make ſuch ſcruples.

And ir further appears, that our Innocency and harmleſs deport- 
ment isſo manifeſt among our Neighbours; that there are no diſ- 
creet or ſober men willing to be imployed. againſt us to proſecute 
us, Dor ſuch as ase competent Witneſles ; but either our Perſecu- 
tors, or ſuch as are made parties againſt us, who though they have 
no reputation to loſe amongſt men, yet are forced unto this work of 
Perſecution againſt us, as »der-Goalers, and Marſhals men, or ſuch: 
like wnderly and wercinary men, Who out of ſlavery and ſelf-ends may 
be forced to any thing. Andif there be any Conſcientious Fury-men, 
who ſcruple the Evidence of ſuch proſecutors, and are not willing 

to 
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totake their Evidence, andthe Judges Raining ir by-their own ſup= 
pohitions:againk the Priſoner, : beyond yhar acis in ig ſelf (x 
ther with-their-own! confeſſion of -bejvg wet te worſhup God Lag ſufhes: 
.ent-proof t0;:find them. gpw/ty:;. then myſt;fuch;7 s77-wen allo, hs 
threacned, bound over and brought-ints trondle, ; though they bo-up- 
on their Oathes, by which they are enjoyned'ro bring. .untheir Ver-= 
di& according to Evidence,: and not upon their ſuppoſitions 3. who-in- 
Read: of being Imparrial, Judges, make themſelygs:both,, Accuſes 
and Condemners, - and ſeek to ovar-awe apd ſway-the Juries to.theis 
wills ;\ which'thing, many take-notice of, and for Which.the Righte- 
ous God will aſſuredly call them ro an Account, ©. 
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EGdes the- harſh and cruel dealings, and unrighteous proceed- 

LJ ings againſt theſe Innocent Sufferers afore-mentioned , Grear 
hath been the Cruelty end Hard-heartedn:(s of our Perſecucors to- 
wards many more of the Lord's tender People, who in Tendeineſs 
of Conſcience towards God could not forſake the afſembling cf 
themſelves together (in fingleneſs and uprightneſs of heart) to wait 
upon. him, nor deny his true and Spiritual Worſhip, but gave up 
freely -to ſuffer what Cruelty ſoever wicked and unteaſonable men 
might be permitted to infli& upon them ; which { fince this late 
Cruel Edict was put in execution) hath ( by ſuch) been proſecuted 
with ſo much violence, that many have iealed to their Tefiimony 
with the loſs of their lives : which was occaſioned by reaſon of their 
being crouded in great numbers into one particular Priſon, ( viz.) 
Newgate, Where fox want of Priſon-room and convenient Lodging, 
having not ſo much convenient room as tolye down one by another, 
ſa that many were conſtrained to walk upon the Leads of Newgate 
(which is very high and open to bath wind and weather) in the 
night-ſeaſon. (having no other clothing biit what chey uſually wore 
in the day-time) and with the infectious and noiſom ſmells and poi- 
ſoning filinks that were in the Pziſon, many of them fell Gick and dy- 
ed, ſomein the Priſon, and others in a ſhort time atter they came 
out, who alſo got their infeton and diſtemper in the Priſon; and 
many of them were young perſons, and to all likelihood (had they 
nat been thus cruelly dealt withal ) might have lived many years, 
and been further ſerviceable in their generation: And herein doth 
the Envy and Maliciouſneſs of the Perſecuting Spirit further appear, 
2ltheugh there was another Priſon ( viz. New-Priſon) where there 
was congveniency for many, and the Air more wholſom, and as neax 
(if not nearer ) to ſeveral of the Meetings from whence thefe Inno- 
cent Sufferers were taken, and belonging to the ſame County ; and 
of this, thaſe called Fultices, were not ignorant : for by ſome (the 
want of Pciſon-room, and the fad conſequence thereof.) it had been 
laid befare them; yet, as men whoſe hearts are void of all Ten- 
E derneſs, 
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derneſs, remorſe or pitty to their own Countrymen and Neighbours, 


they committed them to Newgate, and thither they were driven by 
droves, ſome hundreds in.a day, even as Sheep appointed for thz 
{laughter ; which conſequently did follow (to many of them ) as is 
before mentioned ; to the making of ſeveral Wives Widows, and 
render Children Fatherlefs, and ro che depriving of many of thejr 
dear and near Relations: O how many are the Moany and bitter 
Complaints, the Cryes and Tears of the deiblare Widdoiwy and Fa- 
therleſs Chitdren'dlready ! -and how many more'are like to'be,if the 
exercifingof ſuch Cruelcy be 'pertitted in ! furely 'theſe things make 
thz hems of the Righteous ſad, which the Lord would not have 
made (ad ; and verily theſe Cruelties ars not hid from the all-ſeeing 
God, though much hath been endeavonred as to hide'them fiom'men, 
as ſeveralinitances might begiven, bur this in particufar 5 When 
fome of thefe Tnnocent: Sufferers ( through the cruel andhard 'uſave 
as before mntioned } have died in Prifon, when their Friends and 
R-lations have defired their dead bodies to bury them, it would not 
b2 granted, but were ſecretly buried by ſome of thoſe belonging to 
the Priſon, left ir ſhould be raken notice of, 'and enquiry mide what 
they were, and fo their Innocent Suffering, even, until death, -and 
their PerſecutorsCivelty be made more manifelt tothe People, And 
ewo that dyed out of the Priſon, being broughtto the Bull and Month, 
intentionally to be carried to the Ryry:ug-Grourd the nextday; butin 
the mean time ( very late in the night atter the Peopſle-of the houſe 
were gone to bed) the C:iry Afarſbal with divers others (inan infolent 
manner ) 1:id on upon the doors of the houſe,” ag if they would have 
broke them in peices ; to the afrightning and great amazement of 
the People of the houſe, who wondered at the fierceneſs and.{ud- 
denneſs of ſuch an atempt, at that time of the night ;- but after a Jit- 
tle time they got entrance,' not having patience/whife the/keys were 
brought ,” bur violently brake open the qutermoſt'dooy; or hatch, -ahd 
Ercibly catried: dps archerns dead bodres; and{(fince ſome of them 
have reported that thzy gave them Chriſtian Burial ) this was done 
by order of Anth, Ba:eman,late Mayor, R.Brows,and others : but this 
Covyerins is coo narrow,and the nakedneſs and ſhame of fuch'aGtions 
doth appeantofall Moderate and Juditibys men; andwhether-this 
be nor Perſebating the trac Chriſtians ts demb, and theh'cover itovet 
wit the falſe Chriftians Barial, [jet that'of "God in' every confcience 
| : judge, 
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pudge; Well, this we do afturedly know, though men are merci- 
leſs, and account the Worſhip of God in Spitit and Truth ſo great a 
Crime, as they who are found guilty thereof, are not only accounted 
worthy of ſeven years Bamſhment, but alſo. unworthy of that privi- 
tedve that Thieves, Murderers and Traytors have : Yet our God is 
Merciful, and doth and will own rhe True Worſhippers, which wor- 
| ſhiphimin Spirit and Trath, for ſuch the Father ſecks.,, though men 
would banith them out of theic native Country, and if-it lay 1n their 
power, from off the face of the Earth ; but the Lord God Almighty 
1s 0ar Pceſerver, our Scrength, our Rock and Riding-Place for ever, 
who beholds the Aﬀictions of his Pzople,and the Cryes and Tears of 
the Widdows, Fatherlzſs and Oppreſled, and will aflurecly ariſe and 
plead their Cauſe with the Mighty of tus Earth ; for he reſpects noc 
the perſons of Princes, neither the Rich nor the Poor, for they are 
all the work of. his bands, #ho will tread upon Princes as upon mortar 
in the day when be ſhall make inquiſition fer the blood of the Innocent, and 
render unto ever) man a juſt recompence of reward, according to the deeds 

done in the bedy, whether they be Good or Ex1l. « 
- Conſider this ye chat forget God, arid perſecute his People ; and 
you that are in power in the Nation, do not any longer ſo evilly re- 
quite the Lord, whoſe Mercy hath bzen exceeding large towards you; 
O. call to mind how wondertuly hz hath preſerved you from the hands 
of your Enemies, and how oftey he hath given (many of ) you your 
Iives for a prey, when death looked you 12 the- face, and fear and 
2rror compalt you on every hand, -( I know afluredly ſome of you 
know-thzſe ſayings to be true and fauthful ) Then cid the Lord take 
pitty upon you, and wonderfully delivered you, and fince moR mi- 
raculouſly reſtored you into power again, waen all your contrivances 
failed you, and as it were all hope gon2 of ever ſeeing ſuch a day as 
(beyond your expectations) ths Lord-hathputinto your hands again: 
Now look back and (ertouſly coniider what your proceedings have 
been. ſince the day of your return into power again ; What have you 
- countenanced,and what have you ſuppreſſed ? have you wel or evilly 
requited che Lord ? let the true and faithful Witneis of God in all 
your conſciences ſpeak, have you. returnzd a proportionable return 
according to the Mercy received fron the Lord? Have ye not read 
of King Hezekiah, who rendered 23; again according tothe benefit done 
unto hins,, but bis heart was lifred up, therefere thire was Wrath upan 
| o- * | him, 
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bins,” and upon FTudah and Fernſalem, 2 Chron, 32. 25. Surely if you 
ſearch your hearts,and try yout wayes, you Will ſee evidently how far 
ſhort you are in this particular ; and how you have perſecuted the 
Heritage of God ; who are as dear unto him as the Apple of his Eye ; 
and in all their affliicns he is afflicted ; and he hath reproved, and 
will reprove Kings for their ſakes ; and he hath overturned and will 
overturn that ſpirit that wculd uſurp, and aſpire into his Dominion, 
and would not that he ſhould Reign and Rule in and over the tender 
Conſciences of his People, who ſeek not the hurt of any perſon orc 
perſons upon the face cf the Earth, but the good and welfare of all 
both inwardly and outwardly ; and this hath not been in words only, 
but their Innocent life and Blameleſs converſation, hath anſwered 
the Juſt Principle of God in the Conſciences of all that hath had any 
commerce or dzaling with them ; and not only in ſuch, but many 
times in our very Perſecutors ; for ſome have confeſled rhat we are 
an Iencent People, yerhave commicedus to Priſon ; another confeſ- 
ſed and ſaid, he verily believed that we were the People of God at the 
very inſtant of time while he was having one of us to Priſon : And 
fo, many there be that are found ating againſt us, though in their 
hearts there is a Witneſs that pleads for us ; yet they ger over it, by 
entring into the reaſonings. and conſultings with the deceit in their 
own hearts, ſaying, 1f we ſhould do by this People 4s ſometimes we be- 
lieve we oxght to do, we ſhould be accapnted diſloyal perſons, and be put our 
of our places, and ſoloſe the favour of thoſe that are our Friends; and we 
ſce how they are threatned that do in the leaſt countenance this People, and 
we aretroxbled at what we do, but cannot help it, we areforced to it, and 
krow not bow ts avoid it unleſs we ſuffer our ſelves, Thus the Simpli- 
city, or the Good and Equal Pranciple which moves in their hearts, 
to do as they would be done by, comes to be betraied, and the juſt Wit- 
neſs ſlain, and ſo denies the Lord that bought them, (for its his Spirit 
that bears witneſs and moves in their hearts againſt every unjuſt and 
uarighteous thing) And ſo ft was in dayes paſt, Marny.of rhe Rulers 
b:lieved on him, bat were afraid to confeſs hims leſt they ſhould be put out of 
their Synagognes : But he that demes Chrift in his People before men, hinz 
will he deny before his Father, yea, and ſuch are denied by the Father 
and the S#, and have no fellowſhip with God ( notwithſtanding 
their profeſiion of Chriltianity ) becauſe hey hate the Ligh:, and walk 
2 darkneſs, and love darkneſs better than the Light, ana that's their 
| condem- 
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condemnation ; for he that Lifobeys R Light 1s out of love with it, 
for if ye love me (ſaith Chrilt the Light) keep my Commandments ; and, 
why call yeme Lord, Lord, and do not the things I ſay ? and he that ſauh 
he loves or knows God Who is Light, an1 keeps not his Commandments, is 
& Lyar. And now all that have profeſſed love to Chrift, come, try 
your fove whether it be only in words & ſhew from the lips outward, 
.. or really from the heart: ( mark well his words ) if ye love me, keep 
my Commandements ; and this is his Commandement, As ye woxld that 
men ſhonld do unto yon ſodo ye untothem : Have you or do you Qo ſo by 
the deſpiſed People of God called Quakers? would you be forced(by 
Fines, Impriſonmenr, Baniſhment and Death ) from that Worſhip 
w:ich you believe ( in your very hearts and conſciences ) to be the 
true Wor(hip of God, into that Which ( in your very hearts and con- 
ſciences) you believe to be a falſe worſhip? Is not this our very 
Caſe? And is not the true and real Worſhip of God in the Spirit the 
only thing we ſuffer for ? let th2 words and ations of our tnjult 
Judges teltify : And are not ſuch ſo far from loving Chriſt, that they 
erte&tly hate them that do ? but ſome others that of themſelves are 
not ſo. full of Envy, but according to the common Proverb, 1f they 
could ſleep in a whole 5kiy,thzy could find in their hearts to let us alone 
becanſe we are an Innocent and a harmieſs People { theſe have been 
the very words of ſome) which is a ſtate that none can witneſs, but 
hein whom Chriſt is made manifeſt ( who is holy and harmleſs) And 
theſe are the true Chriſtians that bear his Image, and in whom he 
lives ; yet the fore-mentioned that are not fo ful of Envy, their love 
1s ſo cold unto Chritt, that they cannot part with the loſs of a place, 
or the favour of great men, or the hazard of being complained of, or 
a threatning with the loſs of a Commiſſion,or being Indidted,or with 
a Fine or a Ptiſon ; no, no, theſe are hard ſayings, who can bear then? 
as to part With ail things to purchaſe Chriſt; and then the luke- 
warm-love Waxes quite cold, and the iniquity abounds, and the 
fearful joyns with the envious, and both perſecute the Juſt : 
And ſuch are ſo far from love to Chrilt, that they perſecute him in 
his Members, and ſo partake of Babylons fins, ( that's drunk with the 
Blood of the Saints and Martyrs of Jeius) and they muſt partake of 
the Plagues Which ſhall ſuddeniy come upon her ; tor ſtrong 1s the 
T.o:d that jucgeth her : Therefore dread the Lora God of Heaven 
and Earth, ye workers of Iniquity, and ceaſs from your Ciuelty, 
J. 
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both you that compe/, and you that ſay you are compelled to perrſecute the 
Innocent, that (if poſhble) you-may find a; place of Repenrance ;- and 
do not deceive your ſelves with a | Lord have mercy upon us, nuſerable 
ſinners; | or With a Confefſion all your life-time, from day to day and 
week to week, and yearto year, that you bave done thoſe things which 
Je onght not to do, and left nndone thoſe things which ye ought to, have 
done ; for except you ferſake as well as confeſs, you ſhall never finde 
-mercy.: it's the words of Truth unto you, and ſhall Rand upon your 
heads gor ever,. whether you. will hear or forbear.. And theſe 
things are not Written, or publiſhed to #pbrard'7ou, but that you may 
ſee your wickedneſs, and turn from it and live : for we can ſay from the 
vprightneſs of our hearts, we deſire net your deſiruton + But this know 
afluredly, if you per6ſt in Wickedneſs, Perſecution and Cruelty, 
that your Judgment lingreth not, and-when you cry Peace and ſafe- 
7p, bebold ſudden deſtruitioa ſhall come upon you, as pain npon a woman 
in travel, aud you ſhall wot eſcape ; and remember befote it be too 


late that you are once more warned, |
